Double Murder and Suicide Near 
. Des Moines. 


James Cochran Slays His Divorced Wife 
and Her Lover. 


HE ENDS THE TRAGEDY BY BLOWING 
HIS HEAD OFF. 


Terrible Vengeance of a Discarded Hus- 
band—Touching Scene at the Inquest— 
Mail Wagon Robbed of a Pouch of Val- 
uable Letters—Charges of Fraud in 

' Philadelphia—Boy Thrown Under a 
Train—Crimes. 


DEs Moines, Io., April 21.—Three persons 
are lying dead in this city to-day, the result 


_ of one of the most terrible triple crimes ever 


committed in this section of the West. 
About 10 o’clock last night James Coch- 
ran, a well-known farmer living five 
miles from this city, killed his 
wife, her lover, W. T. Davis, and then turn- 
ing the shotgun upon himself, blew his 
brains out. The only witnesstoeven a part 
of the tragedy is a young lady, whose reason 
isalmost dethroned by the fearful scenes. 
fhe ran barefooted through the rain across 
the fields to the poor farm, and 
aroused the overseer and others. From her 
the facts are gleaned, which give the follow- 
ing story: 

James Cochran and his wife, 
trouble, parted last summer. 
fall she secured a divorce. Since that 
time she has been living in the Mlittle 
home located upon ten acres of ground which 
she owned, about a quarter of a mile west of 
the poor farm. During the winter there has 
lived with hera man named W. T. Davis, 
whose home is in Des Moines. She also Kept 
a@ woman companion, comparatively a young 
girl, who had only been there a 
couple of days. Since last July, when a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest for threatening 
his wife’s life, Cochran has been in conceal- 
ment. Last night, although no one alive can 
say certainly, he is supposed to have 
returned for the purpose of wreaking 
bloody and threatened vengeance. 

The west portion of the house is divided 
intotworooms. In the north room Davis 
was standing. In the south room Mrs. 
Cochran was sitting in the corner mending 
adress. The young woman was in the room 
with her.

DAVIS SHOT. 

Some one, supposed to be Cochran, ap- 
proached the west window of the south rovin 
and fireda shotgun. The charge, shatter- 
ing the window, struck Davisinthe left side 
of the back, atthe point of the shoulders, 
and passedthrough. He fell tothe floor, ex- 
claiming: 

‘*l am killed!”” 

The two women in the aajoining room, 
frightened by the shot and exclamation (for 
Mrs. Cochran at least Knew too well who did 
the shooting), rushed through the front 
room and through a gate out of the little 
yard. The man with the shotgun passed 
around the house and firedat them. The 
shot was futile. The girl, barefooted and 
bareheaded, started southeast across the 


.fieldtothe poor-house, while Mrs. Cochran 


ran south in the direction of her father’s 
house, which lies south of the Taylorville 
road. Cochran pursued and overtook her 
near the gate which leads to the road. 
BEGGING FOR MERCY. 
The girl heard Mrs. Cochran begging for 
mercy. She heard a man’s voice exclaim: 
**It’s no use to beg thistime. I'll bust your 


head.’’ 

Then she heard two more shots and acry of 
pain and that was all. She roused the people 
at the poor farm and they started on 
atour of investigation. There were inthe 
party the overseer, Dr. Keeble, Dr. J. H. 
Stalford, E. G. Beeson, Harry Hill and G. A. 
Stalford. Coroner Griffith, Marshal Johnson, 
Officers Hoblett and Page started for Saylor- 
ville Station on the 11:20 Northwestern train. 
Half anhour before thata PosT-DISPATCH 
correspondent with a driver acquainted with 
the road and a good team was on the way. 

Ata pointonthe Saylorville road directly 
south of the Cochran residence is a narrow 
entrance through the fence; there is no gate. 
The passage of teams through this entrance 
during the wet weather has hoilowed outa 
poolofmud. Lying just outside the fence, 
her head alongside of it, her feet in 
the edge of the mud, was the 
body of Mrs. Cochran. Her dress was thrown 
away fromthe feet. The upper portion of 
the dress was burned off. It was on fire 
when she was first found, showing, with the 
powder burns on her body,that the fatal shot 
had been fired at close range. <A ghastly 
wound in the left breast showed too 
plainly the course of the fatal 
charge. Two missing fingers from. the 
right hand showed that she stood in an atti- 
tude of supplication, her hand on her breast, 
imploring mercy whenthe hardened wretch 
fired the shot which sent her soul to eternity. 
Just within the gate was a pool 
of blood, and near it were two 
exploded shells from a shotgun. 
The murderer had evidently reloaded his gun 
to be prepared for any foe or totake his own 
miserable life. 

The pool of blood inside the fence and marks 
on the ground indicated that it was there the 
unfortunate woman fell, and in death 
agony, writhing from the _ effects of 
a mortal wound, and with the burning 
clothing searing her flesh crawled around the 
post to the place where she expired. 

AN AWFUL SCENE. 

It was an awful scene, one which will not 
be obliterated from the memory of bystand- 
ers for years; ifever. Officer Hoblett had se- 
lected a jury. 

Justthen the father ofthe dead woman, 
the venerable Isaiah Howard, whose long life 
has been passed on his farm, near there, ar- 
rived. Bent and wrinkled withageis Mr. 
Hioward. At first he controlled his feelings 
well.

The jurymen un- 
covered their heads and raised each 
his right hand and Coroner’ Griffith 
administered the oath. ‘‘To findby what 
means tiie rson here lying dead before 
you,’’ sounded the voice of the Coroner, 
and the father, mening on the fence, 
broke down. Great sobs shook his form, 
and while the oath tothe jurors was com- 
pleted, many of those present turned away, 
unable to control themselves at such a 
solemn moment. Tenderly the remains of 
the woman were carried to the house.

FORSAKEN AND DYING. 


ISA RENNER LEFT TO DIE BY HER FOSTER- 
FATHER AND SEDUCER. 

AUSTIN, Tex., April 21;—Isa Renner, an in- 
telligent woman about 22 years old, is dying 
here to-day ina cheap boarding-house. She 
first Came here with a man named G. J. 
Cramer and passed for his wife. She is dying 
from the effects of malpractice and has made 
a confession. She states she is from 


Shelbina, Shelby County, Mo. She was left 
an orphan, and Cramer, who lived in Shel- 
bina, took her and cared for and educated 
her. Reaching womanhood. she charges he 
seduced her, and tocover the act while in 
Missouri. he resorted to malpractice. Early 
last year she was about to become a mother 
again, and he induced her to fly with him to 
Texas. Cramer left a wife and four 
children in Shelbina. They went to Laredo, 
where their child died. They then came to 
Austinand remained here until about three 
months ago, when they went to Galveston. 
On the ist ofthis month he brougbt her back 
to Austin and lefther. He brought with him 
medicine, which she took to cause abortion, 
and she is dying from the effects. She has 
two sisters living in Shelbina. She tellsa 
most pitiable story, and adds that neither 
her folks nor Cramer’s know where they are.

BUYING A REPUBLIC. 


Reported Purchase of San Domingo by An 
American Syndicate. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—No credit is 
given tothe story from Amsterdam in one of 
the New York papers, that San Domingo has 
been or is about to be purchased by private 
parties in the United States, and that the 
United States Government is interested 
inthe purchase. The thingis considered ab- 
surd. All officlals deny or ridicule it. It 
may be that some Americans have been pur- 
chasing concessions. of some sort, 
but that the United States is 


trying to acquire possession of San Domingo 
is denied. It is pointed out that it is not 

robable that this government would enter 
nto a scheme to pay a large sum of money 
for the place when but a few years ago it was 
refused as a gift. When President Grant 
wanted to have San Domingo annexed and a 
commisssion was sent there about 95 per cent 
of the people of San Domingo voted foran- 
nexation to the United States. The people of 
that country were eager to be taken under 
the wing of the American eagle, but the 
United States would not agree to take the 
country as a gilt. 


Gen. Grant’s plan of annexing the little re- 

ublic to the United States was not original. 

‘rom 1840 to 1860 the Democratic Administra- 
tion at Washington had in view the policy of 
acquiring territory in the West Indies, and in 
1845 President Polk sent a commissioner to 
San Domingo to investigate the resources of 
the country witha viewto possible annexa- 
tion, but for various reasons the suggestion 
was not carried out. 

President Pierce im 1854 sent Gen. Geo. B. 
McClellan (then Captain) to make surveys of 
the island, especially the Bayof Samana. 
McClellan’s report strongly advocated the 
acquisition of at leasta part of the island as 
a naval station for the United States. 

In 1867 Mr. Seward, then Secretary of State, 
personally visited theisland witha retinue 
of officials and had an interview with the au- 
thorities of the Dominican Republic atthe 
Capital, but nothing came of,the negotia- 
tions. . 

When Grant became President Boez, the 
head of the Dominican Government, notitied 
Domingo was anxious to make 
a | eg alliance with the United States 
an Grant sent Gen. O. E. Babcock 
on a confidential mission to San Domingo. A 
treaty was drawn up by which the island was 
to become a territory of the United States 
receiving $1,500,000 to extinguish her debt. 
This treaty was ratified by the people of San 
Domingo, but fatled to secure the sanction of 
the United States Senate. 

San Domingo comprises the eastern part of 
Hayti, from which it is separated by River 
Pedernales. Its area is about 18,000 square 
miles, and has a mixed population of over 
600,000. One-tenth of this number are white. 
She republic is ruled by a President and Na- 
tional Congress.

Paris Policemen Threaten to Strike for 
Better Wages. 


THEY WILL LEAVE THE CITY DEFENSE- 
LESS ON MAY DAY EVE. 


Egy pt’s New Khedive Adopts Progregsive 
Ideas—Americans Married in London— 
British Topics—Australian Elections— 
Hitch in the Italian Cabinet—Sno ws in 
Austria—General Foreign News. 


Paris, April 21.—The outlook for May Day 
took on a new aspect to-day, with a promise 
of affording ‘Anarchist and other lawless 
characters an opportunity to make trouble. 
The police threaten to strike. The Dix Neu- 
vieme Siecle in its issue of to-day, publishes a 
proclamation signed by a number of police- 
men, in which they detail at length their 
grievances and threaten to strike on the eve 
of May Day unless their wages are 
increased. The aAnarchists are in high 
glee at this development, and some of 
the more enthusiastic of them claim 
that it would take little argument to induce 
many of the policemen to join their ranks, It 
is hard to believe that any trouble will occur 
with the police; on the contrary, it is thought 
that some-of the matters Of which they com- 
plain will be corrected and that they will 
render their usual good services on May Day, 
if they are called uponto suppress disturb- 
ances. Inany event no apprehension need 
be felt, for the Government has ar- 
ranged for the presence of a military 
force in Paris and the immediate vicinity 
that will be strong enough to put 
down any outbreak short of a general revolu- 
tion. The police are believed by many to be 
taking advantage of the feeling of uneasiness 
to make claims that at any other time they 
would not have thought of. 

Copies of a recent Spanish paper bearing 
the name of Anarchis were among the articles 
seized in the raid made on the offices of the 
Commonweal in London. One of the articles 
contained in the Anarchis refers to the plot 
which was unmasked in Madrid yesterday to 
kill the young King of Spain. 


RUSSIAN RELIEF. 


REPORT ON THE PROGRESS OF THE WORK BY 
MINISTER SMITH. 


BERLIN, April 21.—Mr. Chas. Emery Smith, 
the United States Minister to Russia, who Is 
returning to America, has left this city, 
where he arrived a few days ago, enroute 
for New York. Prior to his departure he was 
seen bya representative of the Associated 
Press and questioned regarding the Jewish 
question and the famine situationin Russia. 
Mr. Smith sald fat there was a prospect ofa 
Jewish emigration from Russia during the 
coming summer, although the prohibition of 
the entry of the Jews into Prussia would tend 
to check such emigration. 

The Russian authorities are relaxing the 
measures against the Jews, and they do not 
wish to force large masses of them to leave 
the country. 

Mr. Smith in speakingof the famine said 
he himself had handed to the Jews’ relief 
committee in St. Petersburg the sum of 11,000 
roubles that had been sent from the United 
States. The distribution of the flour, grain 
and provisions sent from the United States 
for the relief of the sufferers would proceed in 
hisabsence asit had been during the last 
three months. The relief organization was 
thoroughly perfected and was prepared to 
deal with all offerings of money or food. 

Arrangements had been made to distribate 
the cargoof the steamer Conemaugh. He 
hoped that the Ilowa’s cargo and any other 
contributions would also be consigned tothe 
care of the American Legation, as the Relief 
Committee by which the contributions would 
be distributed knows where the other Ameri- 
can relief has gone, and wouid thus beable 
to distribute the latter offerings tothe best 
advantage. 

The members of the Minnesota Relief Com- 
mittee are nowat Moscow, en route forthe 
famine district. 

Mr. Smith concluded the interview by stat- 
ing that the Czar had requested him to per- 
sonally thank the people of the United States 
for their great kindness in extending their 
welcome aid to his suffering subjects. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


AMERICANS MARRIED IN LONDON—BAD MAN 
FROM THE WEST—GOSSIP. 

Lonpon, April 21.—Miss Anne Maxwell 
Pultz, daughterofMr. J. T. Pultz of New 
York, was married in St. Margaret’s, West- 
minster, this afternoon to James Clarence 
Post, Military Attache of the American Lega- 
tion. The wedding was a brilliant affair and 
alargeand distinguished assemblage were 
present. The weather was bright and pleas- 
ant. There were no bridemaids, but only a 
page and maid of honor, namely, Willie and 
Matilda Emory, son and daughter of Lieuten- 
ant-Commander W. H. Emory, Naval Attache 
to the American Legation. Mr. L. Anderson 
of the Legation was best man, Hon. Charles 
Emory Smith, United States Minister to St. 
Petersburg, was among the well-known 
Americans present. Dean Spence performed 
the ceremony, after whicha wedding recep- 
tion was held. The couple subsequently 
started for the Isle of Jersey, where they will 
begin their honeymoon. 

Michael Mahon, a naturalized American 
who whis acquitted atthe Heywood (Lancas- 
hire) assizes on Wednesday last on the 
charge of attempting to shoor and kill J. E.

Representatives of the chief British copper 
companies to-day met American delegates 
who are desirous of reducing the output of 
the mineral. The British members of the 
conference declined to accept a proposal 
made by the Americans for a 15: per cent 
reduction, declaring such action quite. out 
of the question, They said that while not 
eager for any reduction in the output they 
would agree to continue the negotiations 
and asked for further details as to the pro- 
ductive capacity of the American mines,

AUSTRALIAN ELECTIONS—HITCH IN THE ITALIAN 
CABINET. 


MELBOURNE, April 2.—The poll was the 
the heaviest ever known here. Members of 
the ministry have all been returned. It is 
roughly estimated thatthe Government will 
have a majority oftwotoone. Ofthe thirty- 
sixlabor candidates eleven were elected, of 
whom only five are workingmen. The oppo- 
nents of the One man, one vote principle have 
largely increased their strength, the returns 
showing the election of fifty supporters and 
forty-five opponents of the principle. 


SPAIN’S COLUMBIAN ANNIVERSARY. 

MADRID, April 21,—Preparations for a 
proper observance of the 400th anniversary of 
the discovery of America by Columbus are 
going forward. The work on the new recep- 
tion hallis nearly completed and an elabor- 
ate programme has been prepared for the in- 
auguration. The Queen regent and 
other members. of the royal family, 
the ministers of state, the members of the 
Senate,a large number of representatives 
from various learned societies and 200 mem- 
bers of the American committee have formed 
an organization to take charge of the matters 
connected with the celebration, A final meet- 
ing of this body was held to-day, and all the 
arrangements were completed for makiog 
the affair a grand success, 


SNOW IN AUSTRIA. 

VIENNA, April] 21. —The weather is very ‘cold 
throughout Austria. Snow storms are raging 
in that part of the country between Trieste 
and Baden, Bregenz, a frontier town of 
Austria, in the Tyrol, and other places situ- 
ated on the lake of Constance are snowbound. 
Traffic on railroads is impeded and tele- 
graphic communication is interrupted. 

Half the vineyards in the Bordeaux section 
of France, including the Medoc, Sauterne and 
Barsac vineyards, have been destroyed by 
the recent cold weather,

PALACIO’S ARMY ROUTED. 


Another Victory Won by the Insurgents 
in Venezuela. 


PUERTO CABELLO, Venezula, April 21.—De- 
tails of the pattie of Opaleto, fought on the 
14th inst., are now at hand, and show that 
President Palacio’s soldiers were utterly 
routed by the rebel forces under Gen. Crespo. 

They were defeated all along the line and 
flea in every direction. The Insurgents fol- 
lowed in hot pursuit, and did not abandon It 
untilthe terror-stricken Government troops 
were well on the road to this town. 

They were many dead, dying and wounded 
left on the battle field. Some of them were 
rebels, but the large majority were followers 
of Palacio. The Government soldiers did not 
stop to carry their dead and injured from the 
scene of their route, but straggled into 


Puerto Cabello, startling *the whole town 
with their story of complete defeat. 

The Government immediately upon being 
advised of the defeat of its troops ordered 
detachments from all points into this town, 
= soonasthey arrive they are sent to the 

ront. 

Every one here is expecting that Puerto 
Cabello will be attacked atany moment by 
the revolutionists. Peopleare hprrying from 
town to places of safety, taking& with them 
their portable property. Such of the military 
as have not been sent to the front arein the 
large garrisoned fortanda barracks ready to 
be called out at the first indicationof the 
enemy’s advance.

Meeting of the State Convention at In- 
dianapolis To-Day. 


HARMONY AND ENTHUSIASM FEATURES 
OF THE CONVENTION, 


Patriotic Address of Senator David Turpie 
—Broad-Guaged Democracy Character- 
izes the Platform—Friends of Cleveland 
and Gray in Friendly Rivalry—Both 
Candidates Receive Favorable Mention. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 21.—Standing 
room in the hall was ata premium when at 
10:30 o’clock State Chairman Taggert re- 
quested the Indiana State Democratic Con- 
vention to come to order. The balconies and 
galleries were profusely decorated with 
bunting, while above the footlights, peeping 
out from between the stars and stripes, were 
small framed lithographs of Cleveland, Hen- 
dricks and Gray, the latter being in the 
center, directly above the head 
of the presiding officer. As some- 
thing of an innovation no divine was 
asked to lead in prayer, but ex-Senator Smith 
of Wells County was called upon to perform 
this duty. The convention decided with a 
roar that all resolutions should be turned into 
the committee without being read aloud, and 
this done, the venerable David Turpie was 
presented. When the hearty greeting that 


was accorded him had subsided, he delivered 
the following address: 


TURPIE’S ADDRESS. 


MY FELLOW CITIZENS—The time is earnest. The 
duties of the day and the hour are grave, serious and 
important. This convention has convened, not only 
to name candidates for the different State offices to 
be filled by election in November next, but also the 
representatives of the doctrines, principles and policy 
of the Democratic party and totake such action as 

be most conducive to those _ in- 
and to the public welfare. 
convention, therefore, among other 
things means an absolute freedom and equality of 
elections in the several States.

Chairman John C. Wilkinson’s Executive 
Committee of anti-Noonan-Dalton Democrats 
got down to hard campaign work to-day.

By 8 o’clock this afternoon about halfof 
the executive committeemen who had been 
out getting signatures had returned and 
Chairman Wilkinson concluded that it would 
be wise to publish the address and add the 
other signatures as fast as they camein. The 
address follows: 

AN ANTI-NUONAN-DALTON PROTEST. 


This isa protest by Democrats against methods 
undemocratic. Itis an honest expression of convic- 
victions in respect toa vital issue forced upon the 
party without favoring one particular candidate 
against any other, butin favor of securing a candi- 
date for Governor who will administer that office to 
the credit of the State of Missouri. 

When Richard Daiton comes to St. Louis and de- 
clares that every vote given him is an indorsement 
of Edward A. Noonan he wrongs the Democratic 

ty and engenders discord. 

Many Democrats of St. Louis, keenly regretting 
the position in which the city Democracy has been 
placed under the influence of Mayor Noonan’s ad- 
ministration, have inaugurated this movement to 
protest against abuses, and thus to protect the 
party ’s bestinterests without and within the muni- 
Cipality. 

An earnest protest is entered against sending the 
Democratic party of Missourt into the coming battle 
for Presidential Electors, Congressmen and State 
officers burdened with promises and obligations to 
machine politicians and least of all should an army 
of city officials he majded intoa political machine to 
stifle the voice of the great masses of disinterested 
citizens, who mustin the end furnish the votes to 
elec€the party’s candidates.

When Dick Dalton gets neryous he cocks 
his big black hat over his right eye with a 
twitch of his hand and throws one leg in ad- 
vance of the other, then puts all the 
weight of his heavy body on the leg in front, 
and sways forwards and back as he talks. He 
was In this attitude a good deal of the time 
yesterday. He was at the Laclede Hotel, and 
it seemed that all the anti-Noonan Demo- 
crats who came into the placeto meet each 
other at headquarters wanted to stopa min- 
ute and reproach Dalton. Douglass Crothers 
set upon the candidate while Jeff Pollard, the 
candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, was 
talking to him.

Prosser Enters a Denial. 

The Silk Stocking-Hoodlum Republican 
wrangle was not lacking in animation to- 
day.

SERIES OF MISHAPS. 


—— 


A Horse Falls Through tie Tunnel on 
Eighth Street. 


AFTER A DROP OF THIRTY FEET HE 
GETS UP AND WALKS, 


_-_oooC 


A Team of Horses Roll Down a Steep Em- 
bankment in Carondelet Without In- 
jury to Themselves or Passengers— 
Collision Between a Motor Car and 
Cab—Jofferson Avenue Accident. 


A horse fell through a hole on Eighth and 
Locust streets into the tunnel, a distance of 
thirty feet, about 10 o’clock this morning,and 
escaped with only a few slight bruises. Alfred 
Powell, a horse dealer, took a pair of horses 
belonging to Henry Geiger, from the stables, 
Ninth and Pine streets, this morning to sell 
them and drove the teamtothbe sale stables 
on North Broadway, On his return he drove 
to the corner of Eighth and Locust Streets. 
Between Olive and Locust streets on 
Eighth, the street is closed On account 
of repairs being madeinthe tunnel. Three 
openings have been made in the street to al- 
low light into the dark passage below and to 
pass buliding material tothe men below, A 
few days ago it was necessary to 
make another opening om the north 
west corner of Eighth and Locust streets, 
and afterit was made the contractor could 
not obtain permission to close that side of the 
street. Owingtothe heavy rains the men 
who had been at work on this opening .were 
taken off and placed at the other 
three openings. This morning the contractor 
covered the hule with a number of loose 
boards, but failed to put up a danger signal 
as guard. The planks were supposed to be 
strong enough to support a horse 

wagon. When Mr. Powell 

his team over the planks, 
they tipped over on their edges and allowed 
one horse to fallthrough. The apeetns is 
only three feet square, and how the horse 
passed through it is not understood, Its 
weight broke the harness, and in its descent 
several large electric light wires were 
broken, 

LANDED IN CEMENT. 

At the bottom the an!mal struck a project- 
ing bbamanda large patch of hide on the 
right side was scraped off. The horse struck 
the mud and cement at the bottom on his 
hindquarters, inaspace six feet wide, be- 
tween the track. The crash of the 
planks, and the fall of the horse created a 
panic in the tunnel among the men employed 
there, and they fled for the mouth of the un- 
derground passage. The bewilderd horse 
scrambled to his feet, and in the darkness, 
not knowing which way to turn 
stood trembling untilthe workmen &fter re- 
covering their senses walked upto him. A 
telephone message was sent from the scene 
of the accident tothe tunnel office at once 
and traffic was suspended. An engineanda 
gang of men with ropes were sent from 
the Union Depot immediately to pull out the 
supposedly dead horse, but on finding the 
animal alive, the engine withdrew slowly, 
throwing light onthe planks between the 
tracks over which the horse walked until it 
reached Poplar street. 

WILL SUE FOR DAMAGES. 

Mr. Powell had gone to the mouth of the tun- 
nel and was surprised to find his horse alive. 
He returned tothe scene of the accident and 
then went to the office of the Bridge & Tunnel 
Co, to file a claim for damages, 
and later he employed a lawyer, 
The traveling mate of the horse 
which had sucharemarkable escape, from 
death, waseven more painfully injured. In 
falling through the planks the flesh on both 
Its hind legs was badly torn, and it 
will cree be crippled for life. 
Mr, Geiger, sald he valued 
the team at $800, as they were well-bred car- 
riage horses, trained to the city streets and 
well matched, The accident, he said, would 
unfit them for carriages from now on, as 
they would become unmanageable before an 
excavation or pile of building material. 
soon after the accident the contractor placed 
new boards over the opening and constructed 
arude guard of planks and barrels on all 
sides of it. 


Drove Over an Embankment, 
Mr. Will Spencer, who resides at No. 6414 
South Eighth street, Carondelet, found two 
men, @ team of horses anda carriage lying 


in a heap down a steep embankment on 
Eighth and Malt streets yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Spencer, fearing that the men were ser!l- 
ously hurt by the steep precipitation, sum- 
moned help. The men, however, were un- 
harmed. They were both under the influence 
of liquor, and said that while driving west 
on Malt street they knew nothing 
of the steep embankment until the horses 
leaped overit, The only thing damaged was 
the harness. The men unhitched the horses 
and leaving the harness and carriage, rode 
off. They did not give their names, but said 
that they resided at No, 2200 Grand avenue. 


Collided With a Cab. 


Motor car No, Hi2ofthe Southern Railway 
collided with a ¢ab driven by Ben Foster on 
Broadway, near Iron street, Carondelet, 
about 11:30 last evening, damaging the cab to 
the extent of $250. Mr. W. H. Bartholomew of 
3142 Chestut street and two ladies were in the 
cab, but nelther were hurt. Foster received 
slight bruises. The vehicle was the property 
of Fred schieb. 


Thrown Out of a Wagon. 


Charles Barry and Otto Sutter, employes of 
a carpet cleaning establishment on Chouteau 
avenue, were thrown out of a one-horse 
spring-wagon in crossing the Jefferson ave- 
nue bridge this morning. The wagon was 
badly damaged, but the men escaped without 
much injury. The horse took fright at a loco- 
motive under the bridge.

John J. Bailey’s Skull Crushed in 
au Alley Fight.

THE TRAGEDY FOLLOWED A TOUGH 
NORTH 8ST. LOUIS “MUSICALE.”’ 


Its Victim Allowed to Die Unattended 
and Alone After Being Taken Into an 
Adjoining House—-A Woman’s Story 
Led to the Arrest of Two Men—Baker 
Claims to Have Acted in Self Defense 
—Details of the Crime. 


This morning about 3 o’clock, asthe wind- 
up of a social party at No. 1514 North Ninth 
street, John J. Bailey wasstruck in the head 
with a brick inthe alley adjoining No. 1512 
North Ninth street. He staggered or was led 
into the latter house, and there lay downon 

lounge in the front room, the family going 
to bed and leaving him there unattended. At 

8 o’clock this morning a neighbor dropping 

into the house ‘found _ Balley _ still 

on the lounge, but stiff and cold in death. 

How long he had been dead no one, appar- 

ently, knows. Astothe identity of the man 

responsible for his death, the police havea 
well-defined opinion, and believe that they 
will have no trouble either in finding the sup- 
posably guilty party or in procuring stronger 
evidence of ‘his responsibility for John 

Balley’s death. 

At No. 1512 North Ninth street lives Mrs. 
Sadie Fitzgibbons. Next door, at No. 1514, 
lives Mrs. Fitzgibbons’ daughter, Mrs. 
Charles Boeger, with her husband. Just back 
of these two houses is the notorious ‘‘Lowry’s 
row,’’ a particularly hard locality, known to 
the police as the scene of almost 
constant disturbances. Last night Mr. and 
Mrs. Boeger had a little party at their 
house at which there was no dancing, but 

- plenty of singing and unlimited beer. Among 
those present were John J. Bailey, now dead 
at the Morgue, who was a man about 27 vears 
o1¢, single, living with his married sister, 

M14. Dalton, at Seventh and Robert street, 

Carondelet, and employed at the 

office of the South St. Louis Express Co. at 
. Sixth and Market streets; Frank J. Loundes 
or Launze, 24 years old, single, living in the 
Bame Carondelet neighborhood as Bailey; 
Henry Baker, a driver forJohn B. O’Meara, 
livingon St. Louis and Jefferson avenues; 
Martin Hynes, known to the Fourth District 
police, and Mrs. Lena Caulfield, living at 
No. 1228 North Ninth street. The party at 
Mrs. Boeger’s broke up just before 3 o’clock 
this morning and, according to the stories 
told, the trouble ending in the killing of 
Bailey began immediately thereafter in the 
alley running east and west next to Mrs. 
Fitzgibbons’ place. 

AN EYE-WITNFSS’ STORY. 

Mrs. Lena Caulfield isthe only eye-witness 
to the trouble in thealley whohas yet been 
found. She told her story to a PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning, as follows: 

**T had just started home from Mrs. Boe- 
ger’s. There had been notrouble, but when 
I reached the alley south of that house 
several men were ‘there quarreling. 
The men were John Bailey, Frank Launze, 
Henry Baker, Martin Hynes, and may be otb- 
ers whom I did not see. I stopped, andina 
minute there was only Bailey, Launze and 
Baker in the group, all the others leaving the 
alley. I could not tell what the quarrel was 
about. Frank Launze was right 
at my side, ana Henry Baker 
was somewhere behind me. Suddenly 
Isawa brick gothroughthe air ana strike 
Bailey inthe back of the head. He felldown, 
crying: ‘‘My God, I am hurt!’’§ Frank 
Launze did not throw the brick, or I would 
have seen him do it. Charles Boeger heard 
the fight, ran out of his house and 
picked Balley up. He and I walked 
with Bailey into Mrs. Fitzgibbons’ 
house and Bailey lay down on _ the 
lounge. Ithenleft and went home. Just 
before 8 o’clock this morning I went to Mrs. 
Fitzgibbons’ house again. Nobody wasup. I 
saw Bailey still on the lounge, and goingto 
him, I spoke and laid my hand on his face. 
He was dead. Iran into Mrs. Fitzgibbons’ 
room and woke her, calling out: 

** ‘Great God, Mrs. Fitzgibbons,that man is 
dead. What will we do?’ ’’ 

STORIES OF OTHERS PRESENT. 

Mrs. Fitzgibbons stated to the PostT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter that she had bathed Bailey’s 
head several times last night and saw him 
last about 5 o’clock this morning. She had 
then gone to bed. Bailey was conscious, but 
did not state who had struck him with the 
brick. She had notified Officer Peters on that 
beat as soon as she found Bailey was dead, 
and Peters had the body removed to the 
Morgue in John C. Bensieck’s undertaker’s 
wagon shortly after 8 o’clock. 

Charles Boyer stated that when he lifted 
Balley up from the alley the latter said: ‘‘I’m 
all right,’ and had not appeared to be badly 
hurt. After taking Bailey into Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald’s house, Boyer had returned to his 
own house next dvor,.when, despite

any trouble before the party broke up,or that 
they know anything about the cause of the 
trouble, but the police believe that they 
know the whole truth.

THE DEAD MAN’S ROOM-MATE. 

The wound causing Balley’s death wasa 
deep gash in the back of the head, just above 
and back ofthe right ear, and about one and 
one-halfinches in length. Baliley’s body was 
identified by John Brady, who lives at 
$21 North Twentieth street, and who 
states that Bailey occasionally roomed 
with him when he came up from Carondelet. 

jrady also stated that Bailey had heart 
disemse and that several times he had suf- 
fered from severe attacks of rheumatism of 
the heart and palpitation in his (Brady’s) 
room, Brady was not at the party at No. 

1514 North Ninth street and knew nothing of 

the trouble ending in Bailey’s death. 
BAKER ARRESTED AND CONFESSES. 

Henry Baker and Frank J, Launge were ar- 
rested this afternoon in Connection with the 
killing of Bailey. Baker is locked up atthe 
Fourth District Station and Launge atthe 
Carondelet Station. Baker admits having hit 
Bailey with a brick or stone, but claims that 
it was done in self-defense.

THE HETHERINGTON TRIAL. 


Detailed Evidence on Whichthe Shooting 
Was Justified. 


VANCOVER, British Columbia, April 21.—By 
mail, per steamship Empress of Japan, come 
details of the defense submitted in the trial 
of Lieut. Hetherington before the United 
States Consular Court in Yokohama, but the 
case had not been concluded at the date of 
the steamer’s sailing. Mr. Tison, for the ac- 
cused, on March 31 made a presentation of 
facts and produced numerous witnesses. He 
said evidence would be produced to show the 
relations between Robinson, the murdered 
man, and Mrs. Hetherington, his dishonora- 
ble conduct and the justification Lieut. Heth- 


erington had in taking stringent measures 
to protect the honor of his family; 
also that the feelings of the 
accused were so wrought upon by the de- 
ceased’s conduct that the act was unppre- 
meditated. Evidence was produced to show 
that Mrs. Hetherington was introduced to 
Capt. Gamble in October last,in Grand Hotel, 
Yokohama. Robinson previously had been 
very frequently at the hotel for dinner. 
Notes had passed through hotel messengers 
from Mrs. Hetherington to Robinson in No- 
vember,but there was no secrecy about them, 
Hetherington returned froma cruise in De- 
cember, and owing to what he had learned 
of Robinson’s conduct towards his wife in his 
absence, he went to Mrs. Bartiett, wife of 
Commander Bartlett, ina state of great ex- 
citement, asking her to take charge of his 
child, ashe considered his wife no proper 
person for that purpose. 

The accused later in the day told Mrs. Bart- 
lett he had agreed to live with his wife the 
sameasever on accountof hischild. Ata 
ball on Jan. 23 Robinson took up Mrs. Heth- 
erington’s dance card and wrote init, and 
shortly afterward left the hall-room alone. It 
was also shown that he entered the hotel by 
the back doorthat night and went to Mrs. 
Hetherington’s room, 

The evidence of Commander Bartlett of the 
Marion showed that Hetherington made a 
confidant of him, and on the same day he 
asked Mrs. Bartlett to take charge of his 
child he told  Bartiett he wanted to 
horsewhip Robinson. Bartlett said he would 
not allow such a scandal, and Lieut. 
Hetherington agreed that if Robinson left 
Yokohama he would be satisfied, but if he 
did not go le would haveto take the conse- 
quences. Bartlett went to ask Robinson to 
leave Yokohama. The interview was an ani- 
mated one. Robinson, he said, was going 
to leave on Jan. 9,and had made arrange- 
ments to sell outon Mrs. Hetherington’s ac- 
count. and had even refused to attend the 
ball because Mrs. Hetherington would be 
there. 

Commander Bartlett gave the following ac- 
count of the ensuing conversation: ‘‘I asked 
Robinson to explain his attentions to and 

ersecution of a married woman, and why he 

ollowed her when he Knew that Mr. Hether- 
ington was away from his wife. I said: 
‘Robinson, Hetherington wrote you early in 
December inan honorable and gentlemanly 
way. You wrote a letter in answer also in an 
honorable and gentlemanly manner and in 
which you said you would give him no more 
cause for anxiety, and yet after giving your 
word of honor asa gentleman to leave Mrs. 
Hetherington aione, no sooner is her hus- 
band’s ship out of the harbor than you go to 
the Grand Hotel.’ Tothis Robinson replied: 
‘But she wrote mea letterthat morning ask- 
ing metocomeand ses her. She is always 
setting hercapatme. She has followed me, 
tryingto get me to pay her attention.’ I 
said: ‘Would it not have been easy for you 
to have sent some of these notesto the hus- 
band and then things could have been settled 
at once. You blame this woman? You, a 
man who knows thata womancan never be 
blamed since the time of Eve.’ 

‘*For the first time I lost my temper,’’ con- 
tinued Bartiett. ‘*T called him a—-— 
coward to try to fix the blame upon the wom- 
an, It was very trying, and I continued: 
‘_. you; —— you, you scoundrel and 
villain, if Ihad been in Hetherington’s place 
I would have put a Duliet through you at 
sight.’ Idonotusually speak in that way. 
None of my officers ever heard me swear. 
He turned to meand said: ‘I believe Lieut. 
Hetherington is justified in his conduct; I de- 
serve shooting; I deserve anything; I have 
been expecting Lieut. Hetherington to 
shoot me.’ I said: *I will not 
allow any snooting here or any 
horsewhipping if you behave yourself, but if 
you misbehave again, then I shall be present 
and see you horsewhipped.’ I said that it was 
my belief now that instead of the woman set- 
ting her cap at him, he had deliberately laid 
siege to her from the first time she landed. 
Robinson promised not to attend any ballor 
dinner to which Mrs. Hetherington was in- 
vited, and if by chance he met her to feign 
illness and leave, but atthattime Bartlett 
learned that Robinson had made arrange- 
ments to follow Mrs. Hetherington should her 
husband take her with him.’’ 

Commander Bartlett’s evidence further 
stowed that Robinson had expected that 
Hetherington, accompanied by Bartlett, was 
going to horsewhip him, and his friends as- 
sembled to protect him. They afterward 
persuaded him to goto Kobe, but he had re- 
turned. 

Though Robinson had promised never 
again to meet Mrs. Robinson, on New Years, 
while driving past the Grand Hotel, he looked 
up ata window in which Mrs. Hetherington 
was and smiled. He kept smiling till his 
carriage was out of sight. Lieut. Hethering- 

ton was ina passion over this and was going 
to horsewhip Robinson that evening, but 
friends persuaded nim notto. Robinson was 
shown to have proposed a scheme of filght to 
Denver, and to have sent the note to Mrs. 
Hetherington’s room by a friend. He told 
the bearer that he had asked Mrs. Hether- 
ing not to send any more letters to him. 

The evidence for the defense showed many 
acts in the past of Kobinson tending to com- 
promise Mrs. Hetherington, in spite of his 

romises to pay her no.more attention. He 
had spoken sneeringly of herto his friends 
and said she was forcing her attentions on 
him. He also showed her letters to friends. 
It was alsoshownthat during this time Kob- 
inson continued sending many letters to Mrs. 
Hetherington which she refused to accept 
fromthe messenger. Other witnesses test!- 
fled tothe accused beingina highly excited 
state of mind for several days before the 
shooting,

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THE BOY BANDIT. 


Remarkable Career of Kansas City’s 
Youthful Highway man. 


KANSAS O1TY, Mo., April 21.—The peniten- 
tiary willopen its gates to beardless John 
Bishop, the 18-year-old footpad, whose crimes 
have made him the wonder of the West. The 
Grand-jury, now in session, took up the case 
yesterday and returned an indictment on the 
single charge of holding up and robbing 
Emmett Perry on April 14. The case will 
come up inthe Criminal Courtin a few days 
and as Bishop has confessed there is no 
doubt of the result of the trial. 


The short but remarkablecriminal histor 
of young Bishop illustrates how yellow-bac 
literature can affect a boyish mind. He de- 
veloped a fondness for the class of 
books which contain accounts of 
deeds of valor by boy heroes and 
leave upon a young person of weak 
moral character an everlasting impression. 
At the same time he began to smoke 
cigarettes and soon became an inveterate 
smoker of that article, which has ruined 
many an intellect and filled insane asylums 
with its victims. Notwithstanding the per- 
verted state of young Bishop’s mind he has 
always entertained the highest affection for 
his parents, especially for his mother, and 
any mention of hername would bring tears 
rushing to his eyes. He speaks of her now 
with the utmost feeling of tenderness and 
mutters to himself that he could easily stand 
his disgrace if it was not for his mother. He 
has always been very kind and thoughtful of 
his parents, and when he worked down in 
the main part of the city, he used to walk 
three miles to his work each day, in order to 
save the 5centswhich he would have to pay 
for car fare in order to give it to them. 

His mother states that he has always been 
obedient to her as far as she requested it,and 
upto a few months ago could always be 
found at home evenings. He never mixed in 
bad company and always had a strong aver- 
sion for boys who were contracting bad 
habits.

An Ordinance Prepared to Provide fo 
. Their Erection. 


ZACH SECTION OF THE CITY TO HAVE 
A HOUSE, 


Mud and New Railroad Tracks Render 
Florissant Avenue Impassable—Rail- 
road Legislation Asked for by Mr, 
Capen—Corfiicts With Mr. Sweeney’s 
Bill—What the Wabash Wants. 


After two years of waiting, the poor of the 
city will have their free bath houses during 
the coming summer, The PosT-DISPATOH 
takes pride in the victorious issue of its fight 
for these philanthropic institutions. Every. 
thing is now in readiness forthe consumma- 
tion of the idea. The plans are prepared, 
the ordinance drafted and the money set 
aside inthe temporary appropriation. ll 
that remains is for the bill to pass the 
Municipal Assembly, and then work will be 
commenced, President Burnet thinks that 
the baths can be opened tothe public by the 
Ist of August, 

The fight for these bath-houses has been 
long and tedious. After considerable agita- 
tion the Municipal Assembly on March 31, 
1890, passed a resolution asking the Board of 
Public Improvements to prepare plans and 
estimates for the erection of three 
bath- houses in the north, central 
and southern portions of the 
city, The ordinance was fathered by Dele- 
gate Julius Lehman, who made a strong fight 
for the measure, but nothing came of it, the 
board neglecting to furnish either 
plans or estimates, Near the close of the 
past winter the POST-DISPATCH 
again called public attention to the necessity 
of bath houses, and the consequence was a 
resolution passed by the House of 
Delegates last January, asking the 
Board of Public Improvements to submit 
an ordinance providing for the erection of 
three public bath houses as speedily as posi- 
ble. The result was the ollowing ordinance 
which will be presented to the board to mor- 
row by Chairman Fechter of the Public 
Bullding Committee, After being approved it 


will be introduced in the House. The ordin- 
ance reads as follows: 
THE BATH- HOUSE ORDINANCE. 

An ordinance authorizing the purchase of 
three lots of ground and the erection on each 
lot of a publie bath-house. 

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly 
of the city of St. Louis, as follows:

Sec. 3. The cost of the above shall be paid by the 
City of St. Louis and the sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars ($50,000) is hereby appropriated on accouut 
thereof, payable out ef the fund for construction of 
public bath houses and purchase of lots. 

Architect Wm. J. McNulty ofthe Board of 
Public Improvements has prepared the plans 
for the new building and furnishes the fol. 
lowing description. The perspective is 
shown in the accompanying cut. 

ARCHITECT M’NULTY’S PLANS, 

The plans contemplate the construction of 
a brick building 40x97, the front part of 
which shall be two stories high, providing 
four living rooms on the second floor for ac- 
commodation of the bath-house keeper. The 
rear portionofthe building, 40x79, shall be 
one-story high, lighted from the roof; this is 
presuming that the building will be located 
on an interior lot. 

The front will be constructed of red sand- 
stone, rock-faced brick and roman 
brick, On either side of the 
main entrance the seal of the city and 
State shall be carved. The entrances to both 
rooms have been so arranged asto prevent 
draughts and aiso to ohstruct the view from 
the street. The entrance balland the two 
eons rooms will be plastered and fin- 
ished in hard wood and the living rooms 
above furnished ina plain and substantial 
manner. The bath room shail have plain 
brick walls with struck mortar joints. The 
floor will be of granitoid. There 
aretwotiers of dressing-rooms, sixty-four 
in all, provided with seats, hooks, etc. 
The lavatories will be finished and fitted up 
after the most improved sanitary methods. 
A dozen shower batks provided with hot and 
cold water will occupy the extreme endof 
the bdDuilding. The swimming pool will be 
22x50. The water will be 2 feet 6 inches 
deep at one end and6 feet 6 inches deep at 
the other. Half of the pool will be shallow to 
enable children to bathe with safety. The 
pool will have a concrete Dottom, the sides 
of brick, faced with enameled brick, During 
the winter months the building and water in 
the pool will be heated with a hot water ap- 
paratus located in the rear basement. 

The location of the new houses will not be 
made publicin order to prevent exorbitant 
charges for the property. One house will be 
south of Chouteau avenue, another in the 
Third Police District and the thirdin North 
St. Louis, in the vicinity of Exchange 
square. 


Change in Granitoid Specifications. 


A change has ‘been made by the Street De- 
partment in relation to specifications for the 
new granitoid sidewalks. Instead of the or- 
Ginary single flagging which was laid down 


universally under the old ordinance three 
different kinds of flagging will be used after 
July 1. The ordinar single flagging 
ing four inches thick will be ‘used 
or ordinary residence sidewalks. In front of 
warehouses, the new Union Depot and places 
where traffic will be unusually heavy an extra 
double thick flagging six inches deep will 
have to be laid. Alleys and driveways will 
have to be laid with entrance flagging twelve 
inches thick. This nitoiad improvement 
will be made in the district bounded by 
Twelfth street, King’s highway, Easton ave- 
nue and New Manchester road, All new side- 
walks laid or repaired after July 1 will have 
to be made in accordance with the ordinance, 
The work will be done by the city and charged 
against the property holders by special tax,

Railroads Purchasing. Property in the 
‘Nineteenth Street Valley. 


REACHING THE CENTRAL PART OF THE 
CITY FROM NORTH 8T, LOUIS. 


Residence Property in Demand Along the 
Suburban Line-The Logan Hunton 
Parm Sold-A New Fifty-two Aore 
Subdivision—Numerous Sales Reported 
by the Agenta—Realty. 


There isa well-defined idea based upona 
demand for the property required that the 
Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Rallway Co. is 
aequiring property for a right of way through 
the city btocks from the Mill Creek Val- 
ley north between Nineteenth and Twentieth 
streets to Wright, and thence east to connect 
with its route along the river, thereby form- 
ing a belt road through a very densely 
settled portion of the city. In this 
connection it has been suggested, 
with apparent good reason, that the passen- 
ger depot to be built by the Bridge & Terminal 
people will not be erected east of Broadway, 
as originally contemplated, but that its loca- 
tion will be somewhere farther west, parallel 
with Twentieth street, probably on a line 
north and south with the site of the new 
Union Depot now in course of construction on 
the south side of Market street, between 
Eighteenth and Twentieth. The bridge ter- 
minais south of the Mill Creek Valley already 
extend as far west as Twentieth street, 
or at least the corporation has 
acquired property that far out for its right of 
way. This enables them to get around west 
of and beyond the east bound travel from 
the Union Depot. From that point north- 
ward, the proposed connecting line of the 
Bridge & Terminal Co.would have a favorable 
route up the valley, over which an elevated 
road may be built without interfering with 
trafficon the street crossings east and west, 
until the higher ground between Morgan 
and Franklin avenue was reached. At 
these points the railway tracks could 
be depressed sufficiently to allow the street 
traffic to pass overhead on a bridge. North of 
Franklin avenue the valley opens again 
and continues north over Cass avenue to 
Wright, where a gradual curve eastward 
would form an early connection with the 
terminal lines that have recently been estab- 
lished and are now being developed east of 
Broadway. There has beentalk about such 
a railroad planas thisin real estate circles 
ever since manufactories were first 
being established between Lucas avenue 
and Olive street along throughthe valley 
between Eighteenth and Twenty-second 
streets, where so many new industries are 
now located, but within the past few days 
there has been much more said about it than 
ever before. Some agents say wages J know 
that numerous parcels of property along the 
route between Morgan street and Cass ave- 
nue have already been purchased at big fig- 
ures, and others are free to say they are 
called upon every few days by parties mak 
ing inquiry about the value of the property, 
or wanting to secure options on it, 
In every case the parties making 
these inquiries are unknown, or the im- 
pecuniosity of the negotiators creates a 
strong suspicion that they are simply acting 
in the interest of some corporation, Agents 
who acknowledge thatthey have had deal- 
ings with such ro to the extent of having 
sold or optioned property, refuse to give any 
names or to state the prices or location of the 
property that has passed out of their control. 

he roads that now terminate on the other 
side of the river occupy thousands of acres 
of ground for their depots and freight 
yards. These roads are all comin 
over tothis side of the river. St, Louis wil 
soon have wiped out the ignominy of being 
simply a way station. Itis claimed that the 
roads which will receive freight on this side

The New St. Louis Railroad Line to Ok- 
lahoma. 


Letters were received this morning from 
Oklahoma City stating that a grant of land 
would be made to the @~°Frisco road 
for terminal purposes in case the 


line decides to build to that 
point. Asurveying partyis now on the line 
between Oklahoma City and the terminus of 
the Frisco, which is about sixteen miles west 
of Sepulpa, I. T., and it has been ascertained 
that very little grading and only a few bridges 
will be needed should the new 
line be determined upon.

WEEDING THEM OUT. 


The Reading Combine Making Secret 
War on Labor Unions. 


OMINOUS RUMBLINGS OF A SMOLDERING 
VOLCANO. 


An Attempt to Curtail Pay Rolls May 
Speedily Bring on a Struggle—Quarry- 
men Ask for More Pay and Shorter 
Hours—Carpenters and Their Employ- 
ers Agree on a Scale—Labor News. 


NEw YOrK, April 21.—The labor situation on 
the four great railroads allied under the 
Reading deal last night resembled a smol- 
dering volcane. It may break forth at any 
time. The gravity of the situation Is likely to 
become apparent very soon. The grievances 
ofthe men have up to this time been con- 
fined to the meeting rooms of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engjneers and to the or- 
ganizations of the firemen and brakemen. A 
morning paper affirms it is able to make 
somewhat ofa clear statement of what these 
grievances are and whatthe chances are for 
adjustment. 

Whenthe deal was consummated which 
put into the hands of the Reading road by 
lease the Lehigh Valley and Central Railroad 
of New Jersey and brought into the combine 
by a control of stock the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western, it was very freely 
predicted that there would be a great cur- 
tailmentin pay rolls on railroads and in 
mines. It was denied by the railroad folks 
that there would be any extensive reduction. 
Enough has been done in that direction to 
indicate what the policy of the ‘‘coal com- 
bination’’ will be and to fill the labor organ- 
izations with alarm. Indeed, it is 
charged, steps are already under 
way to ‘‘weed out’’ the labor organiza- 
tions. When this is generally attempted it 
will speedily bring about a struggle. Since 
the famous Reading strike in Pennsylvania, 
which resulted in President Corbin and Vice- 
President McLeod utterly uprooting labor or- 
ganization, there has been little organized 
labor on the Reading road. 


It is reported that Mr. McLeod, who is now . 


President of the Reading, said since the deal 
that he was getting rid of labor organization 
on the combined roads at any cost. That the 
Reading’s President madeuse of such a re- 

mark is not probable, but his position is so 
well known that there is no doubt that if 
there is to be a struggle he would welcome it

DEMANDS PRESENTED, 


ASK MORE PAY AND SHORTER 
HOURS. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 21.—Fifteen hun- 
dred quarrymen employed at Stony Creek 
threaten to go on strike unless their demands 
are acceded to. They have been paid 2 
cents an hour for nine hours a day and now 
they ask that the companies pay them 23 
cents an hour, nine hours to constitute a 
day’s work and eight hourson Saturday. A 
few days ago the men notified the owners of 
the quarries that unless their demands were 
acceded to they would go outon Mayl. The 
owners claim that the demand is outrageous 
and declare that they will not pay it. The 
men have been threatening to strike for 
some time, anditis very probable that they 
will be allowed to do so. There are employed 
in the quarries beside the 1,500 quarrymen, 
200 stonecutters who will be thrown out of 
work.

More Earthquake Shock Felt To-Day in 
California. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 21.—A slight 
earthquake shock visited San Francisco at 
9:48 o’clock this morning, vibrations north 
and south, lasting twenty seconds.

The latter lives about a 
mile up the line, and the baboon pushes him 
out and home morning and night, and is the 
sole companion of his legless master.

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CAPT. ASHBY’S DEATH. 


The Injuries He Received ina Fight Prove 
Fatal 

Capt. William W. Ashby died at St. John’s 
Hospital yesterday afternoon of the injuries 
he received Tuesday, April 12, in his fight 
with Joseph La Barge and his two sons Henry 
and Charles La Barge. Dr. Mudd, who has 
been attending Mr. Ashby during his con- 
finement, refuses to state what was the exact 
cause of Capt. <Ashby’s death, but 
the friends of the dead man claim 
he died of the beating he _ received 


from the La Barges. Capt. Ashby and Joseph 
La Barge had a business dealing in which 
there was a misunderstanding and a law sult 
ina justice of the peace court. Witnesses were 
introduced to state the character of Mr. La 
Barge and he and his sons be- 
came highly indignant. They threatened 
to get even with Capt. Ashby 
for his statements, and, on April 12, it is 
said, they were seenthree times passing in 
front of a real estate office on Chestnut 
street, where Capt. Ashby made his head- 
quarters. Tuesday morning Capt. Ashby 
met the La Barges, father and 
two sons, Chestnut, between Seventh 
and EKighth street. According to the story 
of several eye- witnesses one of the La Barges 
knocked Capt. Ashby down and two others 
pounced upon him. While on the ground 
Capt. Ashby drewtan old-fashioned Colt’s 
revolverand tried to discharge it intothe 
body of Henry La Barge, who stood over 
him, but his arm was twisted and the bullet 
entered the Captain’s right hip. The La 
Barges are said to have beaten and kicked 
Capt. Ashby as he lay on the sidewalk until 
he was unconscious. At the hospital ugly 
bruises were found on the left temple, face, 
neck, back of his head and on both sides of 
his back. To a friend of Capt. Ashby Dr. 
Mudd is said tohave stated that Capt. Ashby’s 
death was not due to the bullet wound in the 
hip inflicted by himself but to the kicks and 
bruises he received on the head, back and 
temples. The Coroner will hold an inquest 
to-morrow at which a large numberof wit- 
nesses will testify.

WHEAT IN STORE. 


Enormous Quantities Now in the Duluth 
Elevators. 

DcLuTn, Minn., April 21.—There is now in 
store in Duluth elevators more wheat, with 
one exception, than hasever been collected 
in one market at onetime in the history of 
the American grain trade. At no other point 
of accumulation is there nowsomuch. The 
total is about 15,265,000 bushels, and all but 
140,000 bushels is of the finest milling grades. 
The increase in the local stocks of wheat for 
the past week is 1,400,000 bushels. There Is 


also here about 200,000 barrels of flour waiting 
shipment East, which is equivalent to 
900,000 bushels of wheat. ‘The amount 
of flour and wheat now in Duluth 
would feed a milllon three years at full dally 
rations. It will take nearly four hundred 
vessels of the larger class to move out this 
accumulation, and the largest and finest fleet 
ever seer on Lake Superior ls expected to be 
here about the first week tn May. 

Of the total of grain and flour tn Duluth 
elevators and store-houses, allthe flour and 
about 5,000,000 bushels of the wheat is already 
contracted for delivery at the East, and 
much, probably most of it, is sold at consid- 
erable higher figures than wheat is now sell- 
ing for. A good deal of it is sold for direct 
export to Liverpool and the continent, 
and its arrival in markets. already 
fullof high-priced breadstuffs cannot but 
have an important effect. Of the wheat, 
part is contracted at $1.50 a ton 
for freight to Buffalo, and part 1s 
as low. as $1 a ton. The flour is 
mostly deliverable at about $1.60. In April, 
1885, Chicago elevators held 15,881,000 bushels 
of wheat, which is so far the high-water 
mark of accumulation. It will be passed 
here next week. Duluth has never had so 
much before within 5,000,000 bushels. Ofthe 
great stock here now 7 per cent is ofthe 
two highest grades known to the grain trade.

The following is an account of Corbett’s 
life, written by himself:

Corbett, who is now a prominent member of 
the priesthood in Ireland.

After I graduated Mr. Flood of the Bonanza 
firm secured mea position asa clerk in the 
Nevada Bank, where lremained for several 
ears. 
. While employed in the bank I becamea 
member of the Olympic Club, San Francisco, 
Ihad always been proficient in the artof 
self-defense and soon began to be considered 
uite an expert among the amateurs and 
nally won che amateur heavy- weight cham- 
ionship of the Pacific Coast. Ithen became 
nfatuated with boxing, left the bank and 
became the sparring instructor of the Olym- 
ic Club. My first.encounter witlira profes- 
took place while 1 was in the amateur 
The English pugilist, Jack Burké, ar- 
ed M San Francisco on his way to Austra- 
lia, and an eight-round contest was arranged 
between himand myself to take place in the 
club-rooms. Iwas still an amateur and re- 
ceived nothing for my bout with him while 
he was paid $6v0. There was no referee, but 
public opinion gave me the decision. 

I then branched forth-as a professional and 
defeated all the local heavy-weights, among 
them Joe Choyinski, who I claim to have 
stopped three times inside of four rounds; 
once in my father’s barn with bare Enuckles 
once on the beach near the Cliff House, an 
finally in an arranges contest, for a purse, to 
a finish, which took place on a barge on the 
San Francisco Bay. 1 broke bothof my hands 
inthe third round and was declared winner 
at the end of twenty-seven rounds. 

After Kilrain’s defeat by Sullivan, Bud Re- 
naud telegraphed me to come to New Orleans 
and spar Kilrain six rounds for a $2,500 purse. 
I met that gentleman and was declared a 
winner. Ithen fought with McCaffrey four 

rounds in Brooklyn. During this time I was

on. shortly before I met ter

champion. Imadeup my mind immediately 
after the Jackson fight that Ishould become 
the champion or retire from the ring. My 
opportunity has arrived; I shall train hard 
and faithfully, and will do my best to make 
the great John L. lower his colors.
